perty, Vominion, nor Right, uünleſe in him who ir 
the flrongeft ; which may come to every Individual 
alternatciy. 

Government is therefore of abfolute Neceffiry, for 
afcertainiog , and for regulating the different Ranke 
and Degrees fo neceflary to the Defign of Society, 
that every Thing fhould not become a Prey, and 
every one a Slave to the Wickedeft and Scrongeft. 

Order requires that the ignorant, giddy Muttivude, 
fhould be reftrain'd from iojuring themftlves and 
others, by debarring them ot ualimiced Power, which 
fhould be lodg’d in wifer Hands: And this we call 
the Supreme Power, or Sovereign Authority, to whofe 
Decifions there is an abſolute Neceffity of tubmitting; 
unlefs Men would live in difmal Anarchy, when tne 
ftrongeft would not fail of oppreffing the weakeft. 

It is therefore neceffary that every Government 

fhould be Abfolute. I do not underttand here by 
Abfolute, an Arbitrary Power of doing every Thing 
onc * without any otber Rul: or Reafon than 
the Defpotick Will of one or more Perfons. God 
forbid I fhould attribute fuch a Power to the Creature, 
which the Sowereign Reing hath not: His Abfoluc 
Dominion is not founded on a blind Obedience ; Hie 
Sovereign Will is always regulated by the Immutable 
Law of his Wifdom. 
By Abfolute Power I mean no other but a Power of 
judging in the Dernier Reffort In every Government 
"ris neceflary there fhou.d be fuch a Power: For 
fince we cannot multiply Powers to Infinity, we muft 
abfolutely fix upon fome Degree of Authority fuperior 
toallothers. For whatever the Form of Government 
be, whether Monarchy, Ariftocracy, Democracy, ot 
Mixed, ’tis always neceflary that we fubmir to Sove- 
reign Decifion ; it being abfurd and contradi@ory to 
fay, that there fhould be any above thofe who hold 
the higheft Station. 

The abfolute Neceffity that there fhould be among 
Men Superiority and Subordisation, is a convincing 
Proof that Government in general is not on Eftabiith- 
ment fo freely to be difpens’d with; nothing would 
be more pernicious in Pra@tice than fuch a contradic- 
tory Principle. 

In all free Contracts, fay the Lovers of Novelry and 
Independency, the Contractors have a Right of break- 
ing them, when one Side fails in the Conditions ftipu- 
lated. According to this moft dangerous Poftion, 
every Individual Socata: Independence from the Sove- 
reign Authority, whenever fuch Sovereign Authority 
fecmsto him to a& unjultlv. Government on this 
Footing would be a mere Fantom; it would be no 
lorger the Bafis ct Society: And ‘tie not Royalty alone 
wou'd be in Danger, buc the moft venerable Senates 
and Commonwealtbs, would always be expos'd to the 
moft frightful Anarchy. 

Forms of Government may be indifferent, and more 
or leſs perfc& ; but intire Independency and Anarchy 
are abfolutely inconfiftent with the Wants of Human 
Nature, and quite repugnant to the Nature of Socfery: 
It is therefore necefiary tor the preferving of Order 
and Peace, that Men fhould be fubj-€& to fome fu 
preme Power. . 

By this Union of the Body Politic under one or more 
Sovereigns, every particular Petfon acquires as much 
Strength as all the Society in common. For if there 
were Ten Millions of them in a Commonwealth, and 
every one would refift cach other, what Cor fufions 
wou'd enfue! but by their Dependance upon the Sa- 
preme Power, it wou'd keep them all in Order, and 
prevent them from injuring cach other. 

This Multipication of Strength in the Grand Body 
Politick, refemb'es that of every Member of the Hu. 
man Body ; feperate them, and they have no Vigoar ; 
but by their mutual Union, the common Srrength in- 
creafes, and altogether, they compoſe a flrong and vi- 

orous Body. 

The abfolute Neceffity, that there fhou'd be fome 
Supreme Authority upon Earth, to make Laws, and 
punifh the Violaters of them, 1s as convincing a Proof, 
that God, who effentially loves Order, would have 
his Authorizy commitred to fome Sovercign Judges, as 
if he had declar’d the fame to all Mankind by «xprefs

Contradiction: If itbe Supreme, it hath no Supérior ; 
By what Authority then will ic be judg’d? If the 
People are at all Times to be Sovercign Judges, they 
have noc made a Ceffion of their Right tothe Legi- 
flature, that is, the Sapreme Power. If they have 
made no fuch Ceffion, chen may they always give 
themfelves up co theic own Caprice and Delufion. La 
fuch Cafe, Anarchy becomes inevitable, becaule every 
turbulent, {cdicious, ambitious Perfon, who can cajole 
the Mob, and form the greateft Party, may affume a 
Sovereignty unknown to the Laws and Conftiru:ion, 
and intirely repugnant to the Nature of Socicty and 
Defign of Government. Thus every private Perfon 
becomes a Tyrant: T)ranny multiplies without End ; 
and bv Increefiag perpetuares irfelf, 

If Refiltance to the Legiflative, that is the Supreme 
Power, be once permitied, there is an End of Subor- 
dination, the Bafis of Society. If fome may refilt 
To-day for imaginary Reafons, oth ta may do the 
fame To-morrow. As Opinion has the fame Effect 
upon the Mind asTrath, as long as any one Party 
fhall imagine they have Caufe for oppofing the Su- 
preme Power, they will rot ‘ail to believe themfelves 
in the Right, even fhou'd they proceed ro open Re- 
bellion. 

If Refiflance then to the Supreme Power b= ad- 
mitted, all who have anAntipathy apaingt the Perfons 
of Princess all who have a Piqus to their Minifters; 
all who are out of Humour with the Government ; all 
who ae difcontented becauſe the Power is not in their 
Hands; all who are prone to change and love Novel- 
ty ; ali who are for continually borching and mend- 
ig the Confiicution, will never ceafe Spiriting up the 
—* againft the Sovereign Authority, and depre- 
ciatiag the Meafures and Adtions of thofe with whom 
fuch lawful Authority islodp’d. Hence proceeds the 
Defiruction of all Order; this ia the Source of all 
Mobbith Revolutions, not only in every Age, but at 
ali Times; infemuch, that there wou'd be no more 
any fixed and conflant Society on Earth, burt rhe 
whole Werld be tuned into diſmal Anarchy and 
Confufion. 

Is it not more éligib'e to fubmit ourfe!ves to fome 
fixed Principle .of Government, by which the Body 
Politick may acquire lafting Strength and Vigour, 
than abandon Ourfelvcs to the perpetual Revolutions 
of Anarchy, which certainly weaken and debilirate ? 
Should wife Men deliver up themfelves to the Fury 
of the Muliitude, to become every Moment the Sport 
of the Caprice, Inconftancy, and bliod Paffions of all 
thofe who have no other Principle of Union, but the 
Love of Independency ; and how they may divide 
and fubdivide themfelves to Infinity, asthe Waves of 
the Sea, which fucc:ffively dafh upon and break one 
another? 

’Tis to be wifh'd thar all thofe, who have of late 
Years in a thoufand Shapes, endeavour'd to render 
the People fufpicious and jealous of the Lepiflature, 
wou'd confider the fatal Confequence of rendering <he 
National Supreme Power odious and defpicable.
